Ana physicians today. There are in 
the city probably Birt or 125 cases 
of influenza, including a number of 
cases in w hich influenza has brought 
on pneumonia. There are a number 
of patients who are critically ill. 
influenza 
quarantine regulations 
have not been required her*'. Physi­ 
cians state that any person 
taken 
with influenza should use just 
as 
many precautions in looking after 
his heaun as lie would have used 
in October. 1918, when a quarantine 
was maintained and there seemed 
to be a greater feeling of the need 
of precautions than there is in the 
present epidemic. 
The advisability of going to bed 
upon the appearance of the illness 
and the advisability of not getting 
out of bed too soon is declared by 
physicians here to be of great im­ 
portance.

fever is broken, is urged. 
At the county hospital there were 
today but fifteen patients, suffering 
from influenza, as against twenty- 
five a week ago. The situation there 
was described today as considerably 
improved, the cases being not near­ 
ly so severe as they were during the 
past ten 
days.

three deaths from influenza at this 
hospital.

N Feb. 22, 1919, the writer, then a member of the A. E. F., attended a fit­ 
ting ceremony held at Place d ’lena, (Jeas Place, so named in honor of 
Napoleon s overwhelming victory over the Prussian armies at Jena in 1806,) 
located in the heart of Paris, in memory of George Washington, Our First Presi­ 
dent.

T PLACE D’lENA, almost in the shadow of Eiffel Tower and but a short 
distance from the house in which Benjamin franklin resided while in 
Paris, stands a magnificent equestrian statue of General Washington as he ap­ 
peared at the head of the American Army. 
This statue was presented to the 
City of Paris by the Women of the United States. 
O 
N THIS MEMORABLE DAY, Washington’s statue was literally covered with 
flowers, gifts of allied embassies and of individuals famous throughout the 
world, a beautiful tribute to the memory of the great soldier-statesman of the 
western world. 
Drawn up in the spacious square facing the monument was a 
company of United States soldiers, veterans of recent campaigns on European 
battlefields. 
T 
HE CEREMONY LASTED about forty minutes. 
A steady shower was fall­ 
ing in Paris that morning but more than showers were necessary to dampen 
the spirits of these assembled at the historic square.
